Response to Arguments 

2. The amendment filed October 29, 2007 will not be entered by the Examiner 
because it raises new issues, which would require further consideration. Specifically, 
the amended claim 1 now contains the limitation that that the color information of said 
defect pixel includes defective color information as well as non-defective color 
information. The lack of this limitation in the previous claim 1 was addressed in the 
office action mailed September 11, 2007 (see page 3, paragraph 5).
